to get busy on plants of its own 
without delay. He expressed hope 
congress would pass measures es- 
tending government credit to that 
end.

Jersey City, N. J., May 9 — yp) — 


The political life of Frank Hague, 
a pillar of strength for the Demo- 
cratic party in New 
Jersey 
for 


more than 30 years, hangs in the 
balance tomorrow. 


Hague, now 73 and a veteran of 


many rough and 
ready political 


battles since he first won a place 
on the city commission in 
1913, 


faces one of the hardest fights in 
his long career in tomorrow's com- 
mission election. The ticket headed 
by his nephew and successor 
as 


mayor, Frank Hague Eggerg, faces 
a strong challenge in the 
slate 


led by a former Hague ward lead- 
er, John V. Kenny. 


If the administration ticket vigor- 
ously backed by Hague wins, he 
can continue as state Demvocratic 
leader and an important figure in 
national Democratic circles. 


But — a defeat in his own city 


probably would cost him the state 
leadership. A recent stateside con- 
vention of the party was marked 
by floor discussions of party policy 
and 
other 
open 
challenges 
of 
Hague's power. 


More important, however, a de- 


feat would seriously impair 
the 


chances of the Democratic candi- 
date, former congressman Elmer 
H. Wene, in the New Jersey elec- 
tion for governor in 1949, usually 
chooses its governor in the Demo- 
cratic primary, the fall 
election

.i/«K.- uj. me *ng wllich would stimulate business 
activity. In that case, he suggcst- 


y that 
the e& 'hat a tax increase might; be 


next 
week' warranted. 
George noted that a deficit also 


might result from a drop in gov- 
ernment revenue reflecting a de- 
cline in business activity. 


"To increase taxes when income 


is already declining would simply 
accellerate thc downward 
move- 


ment and result in an even larger 
deficit," he said. 


George is aligned with the sen- 


ate bloc which wants 
to 
reduce 


government spending 
enough 
to 


avoid both a deficit and a tax in- 
crease. He suggested that congress 
should try to cut spending by re- 
ducing 
individual 
appropriation 


bills and later voting an overall 
cut, if necessary.
